From the Rev. Professor Leander Van Ess, Mar- 
burg, March 5th, 1820, 

Many have been the troubles, great and over- 
whelming the labours, which friends and enemies 
of the Bible have caused me to undergo: they re- 
quired more than human strength, aad steained to 
the utmost every nerve of the body, and every fa- 
culty of the mind, absorbing every moment of time. 
Many of my friends have taken great pains to pro- 
cure an eflicient assistant for me; but the Lord 
and dispenser of grace has not yet seen fit to an- 
swer the many voices that are lifted up to him for 
this object. In thisinscrutably wise delay [ seem 
to hear him say to me, “ My, grace is sufficient for 
thee, for my strength is made perfect in weak- 
bess. 


Atter three weeks sojaucned in Wildbad, the 
pain cf my feot has, by the goodness of God, been 
relieved, and the relaxation from business refresh- 
ed both wy strength and my courage. Living retir- 
in the midst of a watering-place, t collected 
my mind, and regulated my inward life with God, 
which proved the more beneficial to me, as Ehad 
longed much fer such a season ; for, the inner 
man feels at times a great need of being disembar- | 
rassed from the outward concerns of life, in urder 
for a season to live with himself.

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CHOCTAW MISSION. 


In our last number, we called the attention of 
our readers toa Circular published by a Board of 
Agency at Marietta established for the purpose of 
aiding the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, in the support of a mission to 
the Choctaws in the state of Missisippi. For the 
satisfaction of those who may not passess the ne- 
cessary means of information, it may be proper to 
state thatthe American Board of Commissioners 
is a very repectable missionary society, “co-esten- 
sive with the United States, formed several years 
since ; under whose auspices and management se- 
veral expensive foreign missivns have been es- 
tablished and’ supported :—one at Bombay, in the 
East Indies; one at the istand of Ceylon 5 one to 
the Sandwick Islands, if the Pacific Occan; one 
to Jerusalem ; one to the C¥erckee’ nation of In- 
dians ; one to the Choctaw nation ; and one to the 


}indians 6n the Arkansaw.” .The nussion to the 


Choctaws was established ‘in June,” /818, urider 
the superintendanée of the Rev.. Cyrus Kingsbury. 
The missi6nary station, called Elliot, is situated 
within a few miles ef the Yazoo river, about 120

miles from its mouth, The Wadoo is tributary to 
the Mississippi, and navigable to Elliot. 

‘The Choctaw Mission now consists of the Rev. 
Cyrus Kingsbury, missionary and superintendant, 
with his wife ; the Rev. Alfred Wright, missiona- 
ry; Mr. Loring S. Williams and wife, schootmas- 
ter and schoolmistress ; Dr. William Pride, phy- 
sician and general assistant; Mr. Moses Jewell, 
house i tag and millwright; Mr. Isaac Fisk, 
blacksmith. Messra. Joel Wood, Zech. Howes, 
and Anson Dyer, farmers and echoolmasters, with 
the wife of Mr. Wood, are supposed to have arriy- 
ed about the middle of July. 

ft appears from an article published in the 
Mercury of the 25th ult. that a reinforcement to 
this missionary band had then arrived at Pitts~ 
burgh, and intended shortly to descend the Ohio. 
it consists of “Capt. John Smith, Messrs. Calvia 
Cushman and Etijah Bardwell, with their wives 
and children, who are from Goshen, Mass. Mr. 
Wiiliam Hooper, who is from Saco, Maine ; Miss 
Judith Frissel, from Peru, Mass. and Miss Han- 
nah Thatcher, from Hartford, in this state. They 
are to beemployed as teachers and agriculturists, 
at the missionary station, ‘They are accompanied 
by Mr. Cyrus Byington, a licentiate preacher of 
the Gospel, and an agent of the Board. The whole 
compaby consists of 24 persons—The familica 
above named have given up all, that they might 
gotothe heathen. Some of the individuals above 
named were possessed of farms of land, which 
they have sold, and the avails, amounting to mora 
than 4000, when received, are to be employed 
by the same board which sends them out, to spread 
the Guspel among the heathen. “They have fur- 
saken houses and lands for the kingdom of Christ’¢ 
sake.” ‘They expect for their services hereaftec 
neither saleries nor wages. All that they ask is 
a supply of food and raiment.” 

The people of Ohio are now providentially call- 
ed to contribute to the support of the mission at 
Kiliot in such articles of produce as they have at; 
command, The product, of our soil are various 
and abuadant ; and many persons are able to ma- 
nufacture such articles of clothing as are needed 
in the Mission Bamily. We presume every good 
citizen will “devise liberal things ;” and surely 
every Christian will be disposed to “honour the 
Lord with his substance, and with the first fruits 
of his increase.” And few are tobe found who are 
not able to contribute something in one or more of 
the following articles; viz.“Flour, Pork, Bacong 
Lard, Beans, Peas, Dried Fruit, Cheese, Wheat, 
Kiln-dried’ Meal, Castings, Nails, Window Glass, 
Cloth, Men’s, Women’s, aad Children’s Clothes, 
Blankets, Sheets, Shirts, Frocks, ‘Trowsers, Socks, 
Shoes, Hats,,” &c.

In respect te the appoistment of soliciting 
Agents, the Directors had at firet some degree 
of hesitation. ‘Fhe depression of commerce, aid 
the consequent embarrassment of many individu 
gis in their pecuniary resources, presvated pro- 

ecisexceedingly forbidding. Nevertheless, re 
fring on the aid and blessing of the great Head 
of the church, ithe Directors ventured to selec 
and appoint a number of agents throughout the 
bourds of the Syood. At this meeting iaforme 
tion was received, that a commodious brick 
building, two stories high, containing six fire 

laces, situated in the town of Maryville, could 
te procured ata very cheap rate, with the small 
bot af ground oo which it siands. ‘This house 
bed been erected for a Female Avademy ; bat as 
the Trustees of that institution found it aot con. 
veniert to pursue their original design, they were 
solicitous that it might be disposed of to the ad 
vancement of the ‘Rheological Seminary, en the 
lowest terms they could afford: 


This property was finally purchased for six 
hundred dollars, a sam nearly one thousand dol- 
lars lees than the cost. The Directors believe 
thet they wiuld be unfaithful to the high inrerest 
committed to them by the Synod, and to the in- 
terest of the charch, ifthey should make no effor: 
to precure (his valuazle property ander circum 
stavces $0 advantageous. It was in this place 
where the Synod had temporarily located the 
Bemicacry 5 ii was censtructed on a plan well 
adapt: d to the : arpose, for which they wished 
to have a build og ;. and it would be a valuable 
aequisition, even if the Synod should remove the 
seminary to acosher place.

WORTHINGTON SABBATH SCHOOLS. 
To the Editor of the Weekly Recorder. 


Sir—To the friends of Sabbath Schools it must 
be gratifying to be informed, that during a few 
mouths past Sabbath School instruction has been 
attended to at Worthington and vicinity, princi- 
pally by pious and benevolent ladies. 

Childreo have manifested peculiar interest in 
the exercises, and their progress has encouraged 
their teachers to hope that a systematic and perse- 
vering course will be pursued after the necessary 
vacation during the cold season. In one of the 
schools children of six or seven years old have re- 
cited as many as seventy verses of Scripture at 
single lessons. Older scholars have recited fram 
‘100 to 150 verses of Scripture, besides hymns and 
lessons in‘catechisin, at sinzle lessons. Khe whole 
number of verses committed by about thirty scho 
lars was about one thousand. The respecttul be- 
haviour and serious deportment of the scbolars 
gave pleasing evidence of the salutary influence of 
Gospel precepts, and afforded ample compensation 
to their teachers for their feeble exertions in pro- 
uoting the spwitual interest of these dear young 
immortals. 

Specimens demonstrate that the religious in- 
struction of youth is frequently attended with spe- 
cial biessings, and encourage the hearts of pious 
parents and teachers uf chidren to sew the seed in 
the morniag, and in the eveding not to withhold 
the hand ; as they know not which shall prosper, 
this or that, or whether boih shail be alike good.

A bed of eartn, producing yellow ochre, but little 
inferior to the imported, has iately been discover- 
ed by a Mr. Hubbs, in Pilesgrove, about twelve 
miles from this town. Quautities of it have beea 
sold to painters here and elsewhere as high ag 
twelve anda half cents a pound. Retail price of 
the imported twenty cents. 

Singular Phenomenon.—Qne of those very sin- 
gular and curious atmospherical phenomena which 
are occasionally seen among the Hartz mountains 
in Hanover,and have once or twice been observ- 
ed on Svuter Fell,in Cumberland,has been seen 
in Huntingdonshire. About half past four o’clock 
vu Sunday morning, July 16th, the sun was shin- 
ing in a cloudless sky, and the light vapours arig- 
iis from the river Ouze were hovering over a lit- 
tle hill near Si. Neow’s, when suddenly the village 
of Great Paxton, its farm houses, barns, dispersed 
cottages, trees, and its different grass-fields, were 
clearly and distinctly visinie in a beautiful serial 
picture, which extended from east to west about 
400 yards.

Fire at Amsterdam.—On the 14th of Septem-]and breadth to the Ohio?’ Yet such is the eharac- 


ber, a fire broke out at Amsterdam, (Hol.) which 
was dreadful for the short time it continued, and 
on account of the circumstances that attended it, 
very remarkable. At a quarter before seven a ter- 
rible explosion was heard in the distillery of Mr, 
Hopp, and at the same instant a torrent of fire 
burst from the, building into the street, the flames 
rising to a great height. Some say that the still- 
burst; others, that a lamp was brought.too near a 
vessel with spirits, which caught fire aud blew up. 
The vessels of spirits were burnt one after ano- 
ther, and increased the tofrent of burning lava, 
which, flowing from the streets into the canal, co- 
vered the surtace of the water to a great extent 
with a sheet of flame. But happily the fire was 
got under. 

The Caranqua Indians are a tribe the most fe- 
Yocious and warlike. They are composed of Creek 
Indians and Attackapas. They are at war with all 
Indians, and all whites, except Spaniards, whose 
allies they are for a subsidy. Some of the men are 
6 feet, six inches high. 

Temple of Jupiter Ammon.—A letter from a 
traveller, Chevalier Frediani, has been received 
io England, dated from the ruins of the temple of 
Jupiter Ammon, in the desert of Barca, (Lybia.)— 
This celebrated monument of antiquity is situated 
about aleage and a half from Schiwah, under 29 
deg. 22 min. north latitude. It has been visited by 
only a single European, (Hornemaan,) since the 
time of Alexander the Great. Schiwah retains 
its independence on paying au annual tribute to 
the Viceroy of Egypt. 

The Great Snake Worshipped as a deity ina 
mountainous district of the Mogul Empire, inha- 
bited by the Rajas, is thus described by a traveller : 
“The natives suppose him to be coeval with the 
world, which at his decease will be at an end.— 
His habitation was the cavern at the foot of a 
rock, at the opening of which was a plain of 4000 
yards surrounded by a moat. 1 understood he ge- 
nerally came out once a week, against which tine 
euch as make religious vows carry kids and fowls, 
und picquet them on the plain. About nine io the 
morning his appearance was announced to me: I 
stood cn the banks of the moat, opposite the plain. 
He was unwieldy, thicker ia proportion to his 
length than snakes usually are, and seemed of that 
species the Persians call Ajdha. A kid and some 
fouls were picqueted for him. Ile took the kid in 
his mouth, and was some time squeezing his 
throat to force it down, while be threw about his 
tail with much activity. He then rolled along to 
the moat, where he drank and wailowed in the 
wud. He returned tohiscavern. I crossed the 
water in the afternoon and supposed from the 
print in the mud his diameter to be upwards of 2 

leet.

It was descended by Capt. Clark on his return 
‘feom the Pacific Oceani  $le found it deep and ra- 
pid, and navigable from the place where he struck 
to ita muuth, a distance, af 150 miles. Below the 
junction of the Big Horn the width was-usualy 
from 500 to 800 yards, and sometimes a mile. In- 
numerable were the herds of Buffalo, and other 
game that ranged upea it. The abundance of 
game isa proof of the richness of the country. In 
tact the traders speak of tae country upon the 
Yellow Scone, the serenity of the climate, and the 
clearaess of the waters, in terms of admiration.

— The calves, as sooo as capable of ruanng, 
shculd be shat up io a dark wari pea, or stail,’ 
in the meoner directcd for lambs swi:h a small 
manger, breast high, in which uasifted meal 
of ladian coro should be given to them daily, 
in such quantities ooly as they will consume ; 
with @ small bucdle of fine buy tiedap, and a 
lamp of chalk withio their reach. ‘T'he licking 
and eating of these, will create an increased ap 
petite for the cow’s miik, and copntribates so 
much to fatten them as to make vast diffec- 
eoce ia the growth and guoduess of the veal ;

FOREIGN NEWS. 


THE QUEEN. 


By the ship Ans Maria, Capt. Waite, in the 
very short passage of 22 days from Liverpool, 
we have received from our correspondent a file 
of the London Courier to the evening of the 26:h 
of September, a Liverpool paper of the 28'h of 
the same month. ‘The house ef commons met 
according to adjournment of Monday, the 18.4 
instant, and the proceedings against the queen 
~~ rise to another animated debate, if that can 

call-d debate where the speakers are nearly 
all on ene side.—The motion of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer for the appointment of a select 
committee to search the Journals.of the Lords, 
to ascertain the state of the Bill.for degrading 
and divorcing the Queen, was met by an amend 
ment moved by Mr. Hobhouse, and seconded 
by Mr. Bennet, te the effect, that an address 
should be presented to his majesty prayiog him 
te prorogue parliament, with the view of ex. 
tricating the senate and nation from the embar- 
rassing situation in which they were placed by 
this measure. All the «peakers for the amend. 
ment assemed a confident tone They repre- 
sented her M:jesty asa mach injured and iosuli- 
ed woman, and averred with great confidence, 
thet the evidence produced ageinst her was the 
effect of a deep laid and profligate conspir 
ecy. The impolicy of introducing the subject 
to the consideration of Parliament was i: sisted 
upon in strong languave, andthe qvairt fut im 

ortant inquiry of cuz bono was pressed upon 
Ministers with a degree of zeal and energy thit 
has scarcely ever been exceeded. The King, the 
Queen, and the coantry, it was held were all 
scandalized by this proceeding. ‘The King’s 
wife was defamed, the most valuable part of his 
own character was brought into pablic discus 
sion, and monarchy '+: If suffered degred::'0n — 
To increase the evil, anidea ied been broached 
by the Earl of Lousdale, one ‘fihe stagach sao 
porters of Ministers, that the Queen, though de 
raded, was not to be divorced ; and the Prime 
inister had received the pro; osal with a certain 
degree of favour, thereby driving a sort of bar 
gin with Parliament, and takiog not what was 
asked bat what could be had = ‘The injury in. 
flicied upon the Queen, it was said, consisted in 
congregating a number of needy adventurers 
from Ttaly to represent this lady, of high hon. 
our, and an illustrious ancestry, assank in mor 
al character below the most degraded o! her eex, 
and as acting in a mawner more shamelessly vi- 
cicus than any woman of the town would act, 
if placed in the elevated situation of consoit tothe 
heir apparent tothe crownof England. 


As to the country, its tranquillity, it was said, 
was endangered ; its morals contaminated, end its 
constitetional rights infringed by the proceeding 
against the Queen ; and the question again re 
corred—who is the benefited party ? Not the 
state, certainly ; forthere is nosuch thing as 6 
state distinct from the sovereigo and the peovle 
of a nation. ‘These were some of the most pro 
minent grounds on which the amendment for 
gelting cid of the Bill of Pains and Penalties rest 
ed ; but the proposal hed to encounter the dou 


ble opposition of Ministers, and of a numberof

Ex'ract of a letter from a gentlemen in Buenus 
Ayres to his friend in Providence (n. 1.) receiv 
ed by the Nancy, 74 days from Buenos Ayres. 
“ On my leaving Buenos Ayres, the city was. 

and had been, in yreat cvmDutiva, uwiog to the 

Federal army, (alles) the mountaineers. consist 

ing of about 2600 tv 3000 men, under the aniied 

command of Generals Lapez, Alvear, and Car 
rera, having beea in tbe vicinity of the city fot 
more than three weeks, harrassing them inevery 
respect, particula:ly in cutting off all supplies 
and threatening to mvade the Capital, provided 
ihey did not onite and. appoint suitable persons 
lor representatives to the Genera! Congress. To 
accomplish this, they recommend:d Gen. Alvear 
as governor and commaceer in chief of Buenos 
Ayres and it8 Province.
